Natchez. Miss., Oct. 29.—Not since 


the day the battleship Mississippi vis- 
ited Natchez and won the river speed 
record from this city to New Orleans, 
has there been another such crowd on 
the bluff as greeted President Taft 
upon his arrival here this morning on 
board the light house tender Oleander 
at 9:40 a. m. The president was near- 
ly three hours behind the schedule 
time. This was due to the fact that 
the Oleander, which shook oft all the 
other boats yesterday in tho run tn 
Vicksburg and caused the governors 
and congressmen temporarily to dtsert 
their steamers for a special train, got 
into difficulties herself last night and 
could not make her usual speed. 


Green Hand Chokes Fire. 


• One of the regular firemen had to he 
put ashore at Memphis on account of 
Illness and a green hand at the fires 
succeeded in choking them. Another 
reason for the long delay in reaching 
here'was dua to the fact that'the 
boats arriving at VIcksburp after the 
Oleander last night crowded into the 


...harbor, canal In direct violation of the 


ora.rs and blocked the exit of the 
president. 
The'Oleander had to lay 


to'for an hour and a half after, casting 
off from the shore. 


Every pilot or' master blamed the 


other for the choked condition of the 
harbor and it required a great deal of 
profanity and 
tact 
to 
get things 


straightened out. Once out of Vicks- 
burg harbor there occurred another 
Incident which 
is 
likely to cause 


trouble to some of the river men. 


. Old Racing Days Recalled. 
! The steamer Erastus Wells'won sec- 
ond place -from-the line yesterday for 
the free for all run- from Helena to 
•Vicksburg.' The'steamer Alton, which 
Is/declared to bo faster than the "Wells, 
tried to push- into second place as the 
Oleander was leaving- • last night and 
for'a'minute o'r so there was an excit- 
ing and dangerous scene suggestive of 
the 
old. days 
on _the-Mississippi. 


Great clouds of curling black smoke 
poured from the two. tall stacks set 
athwart ship on the two boats and oc- 
1 casional flashes of. flame burst from 
'the'black clouds. The .masters were 
trying- to push''each other out. of'line 
as they rushed along. The race-con- 
tinued .until the two racers were al- 
most at the. stern wheel of the Ole- 
ander. . As they came within hailing 
distance, 
Commander Tillman, 
ad- 


miral 'of the fleet, directed the Alton 
to drop, astern of the "Wells and the 
race'was over. 


' Secretary Nagel, of the department 


of commerce and labor, under whose 
direction the steamboat service, is,- 
was .on the top deck of;the Oleander 
watching the midnight race. 


Progress Will Be Slow. 


Just what time the Oleander will 


reach New Orleans -tomorrow is not 
known. She will make but one more 
stop on the way, at Baton. Rouge to- 


' night, but as the boilers. are working 
badly she will not be able to maintain 
"her average speed. The idea of watt- 
ing, outside of New Orleans for the 
straggling- members of the fleet has 
been, abandoned and the Oleander wili 
enter ..the city just as'soon as'she can 
get there. It is hoped.this will be by 
noon at. the latest. 


There is quite a. controversy on as

Orleans. 
Some blame it on- "Washing- 


ton, some on the St. Louis committee 
arid some on various 
other people.

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John D. Rockefeller to Fight 


Great Scourge of the 


Southern States. 


New York. Oct. 29.—John D. Rocke- 


feller, Impressed by the reports of the 
ravages of th* "hook worm" or "lazy 
bug" in the s>: uthern states, has giv- 
en Jl.000,000 In cash to be used in the 
eradication of this parasite, known In 
scientific circles 
as 
the "American 


murderer." which Is sapping the vi- 
tality and destroying the usefulness 
of at least 2.000,000 actual and poten- 
tial workers 
In 
those states. Mr. 


Bockefeller explains his gift by say- 
Ing that his sojourns In the south 
have interested him greatly in its peo- 
ple and made him desirous of aiding 
them In every -way in his power. 


A commission of twelve men. to be 


known as the Rockefeller commission, 
has been intrusted with the work of 
spending his money expeditlously nml 
has been notified that It can draw any 
part or all of the fund at any time 
n-lthin the next flve years. The com- 
mission \vns chosen after a conference 
at 28 Broadway on Tuesday, to which 
all the members were invited. 


Jo'nn D. Jr. Is a. Member. 


John D. Rockefeller, jr., is a mem- 


ber of this commission and the other 
eleven members all are men either 
of high standing In the scientific world 
or proved business associates of the 
oil klrfg. They are:

The members of the commission. In 


framing a reply to Mr. Rockefeller's 
offer of $1,000.000. declared that the 
proposition met with their heartiest 
appreciation. 


"Two millions of our people are In- 
ectrd- with this parasite," they added. 
'It Is by no means confined to one 
'lass; It takes Its toll of suffering and 
teath from the Intelligent and well to 
do as well as from the less fortunate," 


Mr. Rockefeller'* Letter. 


Mr. Rockefeller wrote to the conferees: 


New York, Oct. 26.—Gentlemen: 


For many months my representa- 
tives have been Inquiring into the 
nature and prevalence of "hook- 
worm disease," and considering 
plans for mitigating Its evils. 
I 


have delayed action In this matter 
only until the facts as to the ex- 
tent of the 'disease could be verified 
and the effectiveness of its cure 
and prevention demonstrated. 


The wide distribution and the 


serious effects of this malady, par- 
ticularly In the rural districts of 
our southern states, first pointed 
out by Dr. Charles Warden Stiles 
of the United States public health 
and marine hospital service, have 
now been confirmed by independ- 
ent observations of other distin- 
guished Investigators and physi- 
cians, as well as by educators and 
public men-of the south. 


Knowing your Interest in all 


that pertains to the well being of 
your fellow men and your ac- 
quaintance with this subject, I 
have invited you to a conference In 
the hope that It may lead to the 
adoption nf well considered plans 
for a co-operative movement of the 
medical profession, public health 
officials, boards of trade, churches, 
schools, the press, and other agen- 
cies for the cure and prevention of 
this disease. 


"If you deem it wise to under- ' 


take this commission. I shall be 
glad to be permitted to work with 
you to that end, and you may call 
upon me from time to time for 
such sums as may be needed dur- 
ing the next .five years for carrying 
on an aggressive campaign, up to 
a total of $1,000,000. 


While It would be a privilege to 


act in any mo/ement which offers 
assurance of relieving human suf- 
fering, it is a peculiar pleasure to 
me to feel that the principal ac- 
tivities of your board will be 
among the people of our southern 
states. It has been my pleasure 
of late to spend a portion of each 
year in the south, and I have come 
to know and to respect greatly that 
part of our country and to enjoy 
the society and friendship of rnanyt 
of its warm hearted people. 
It* 


•will therefore be an added gratifi- 
cation to me if In this way I may 
in some measure express my ap- 
preciation of their many kind- 
nesses and 'hospitalities.

Parasitq Cause of Anemia. 


Tho "hookworm," according to New 


York medical authorities, is a. hair-like 
>arasite to which is charged a form 
f anemia prevalent especially among 
he poor people of tho south. It was 
lot until recent years that members 
f the medical profession recognized 
hat a paraslta caused the malady.- 


In December, 1D02, Dr. Charles War- 


dell Stiles, then 
a zoologist in the 


lureau of animal industry at Wash- 
ngton, who had been studying intes- 
Inal parasites, announced to Hie Pan- 
American Sanitary congress his con- 
•iction that the so-called "laziness" 
,nd "shiftlessness" widely observed in 
:erta1n portions of the south was a 
specific disease due to the "hook- 
vorm." 
Many members of the con- 


gress expressed 
surprise at tho an- 


nouncement, and up to the present the 
disease has been a matter of some 
controversy. 


Dr. Stiles found his first case for 


personal Investigation In a Washing- 
ion hospital In 1902. He became con- 
vinced that the "hookworm" was the 
parasite that was causing much of the 
anemia and its resulting lassitude In 
.he south, but waited six years before 
he found his second case. 
This man 


was a sailor and attributed -his run- 
down condition to the fact that he had 
been compelled to drink water which 
In sixty-five days had killed 378 im- 
ported Russian peasant laborers. Two 
rmndred "hookworms" were found In 
this man, and his case resulted in the 
discovery aleo'of a'more reliable diag- 
nosis for the disease. 


Resembles Bit of Thread. 


From what is known now of the 


hookworm it seems that this parasite, 
although less than half an Inch in 
length, operates 'on the intestines of 
its victims in such a way" ns to sap 
his vitality without giving any defin- 
ite indication of its presence until its 
ravages have- gone too far to be 
checked. The hookworm resembles a 
bit o£ soiled coarse thread, but It has 
a complete and well developed set of j 
organs—mouth 
esophagus, 
Intestinal' 


canal, and various gland?. The female 
has a capacity for laying many thou- 
sands of eggs. 


The mouth of the hookworm Is cup 


shaped. It is bordered by a flattened, 
flange-like rim that can be squeeze! 
up snugly against the intestine of Its 
victim during feeding. This gives the 
.worm a, sort of purchase which makes 
of its strong, well muscled esophagus 
a sort of suction pump. The mouth is 
equipped with two pairs of lancing 
teeth and at the rim is a fang shaped 
!ikc a sharp dagger. This has a long 
gland at its base. 


How It Eats Victim's Blood. 


When* tfic hookworm Is ready to 'eat 


it sucks n. bit of iho intestine of its 
victim into its mouth, lances them 
with its teeth and fang, and starts 
sucking the Wood. Eventually a col- 
ony of a. few dor.cn hookworms work- 
ins: In onn man's intostincs will liter- 
ally cat him up. 


Tiio hookworm female's eggs must 


h<? hafchoil in the open air and th« iar- 
va*. in the second stacc of ihclr de- 
velopment, regain an entrance !o the 
huaiaa bods; by. boring through the 


exterminating the larvae will be car- 
ried to as successful a conclusion as 
attended the" efforts to wipe out the 
yellow fever bearing mosquito. If this 
can be accomplished the disease will 


be wiped out in a few years, according1 
to the scientists.

Washington, Oct. 29.—Treasury offl- 


j cials are emphatic in upholding Col- 


lector Loeb at Xew York in promising 
immunity and continued employment 
lo employes whose testimony of their 
dishonesty was regarded by Mr. Loeb 
us necessary to procure the conviction 
of the Musicas.

As he came forward he 


seemed to me. and I was sitting near 
to him. visibly to dominate the scene, 
and while over his plain and rugged 
countenance appeared 
to 
settle 
a 


great melancholy, it was somehow 
lightened as by a great hope. As ho 
began to speak 
I 
Instinctively felt 


that the occasion was taking on a 
new grandeur, as ot great moment in 
history, and then there 
followed in 


slow and very Impressive and far- 
reaching utterance,

which the whole world has lung been 
familiar.

IMMIGRANT TRAIN 


WRECKED AT TOCSIN 


Calf a Score of Europeans are Hurt 


, In Head-On Collision Whea 


Air-Brakes Fail. 


Bluffton, Ind., Oct. 29.—A disastrous 


wreck, in which at least ten persons 
were injured, all of them Immigrants, 
except the fireman of one of the freight 
rains figuring in the wreck,-occurred 
this morning on the Chicago & Erie 
railroad at Tocsin, a small station 
about five'miles from Kingsland, when 
reight train 
No. 
183, 
eas'tbound, j 


crashed Into an emigrant train, west- 
bound, running as ' the • second section 
of No. 47. 


The collision was the- result of the 


lallure to work of the air brakes on 
No. 183. In the impact the baggage 
car and three of the coaches of the 
emigrant train were telescoped and 
badly wrecked and about ten of the 
emigrants Injured, none fatally, how- 
ever. The fireman of the freight, .J. C. 
Zimmer, was quite badly bruised. 


All of the injured wero taken to the 


hospital at Huntington, where they 
were cared for. The wreck blocked 
the track during the forenoon, but by 
1 o'clock the wreckage was cleared. 


The' Brie sent a special relief train 


from Huntington to care for the In-

that the entire imigrant train had been 
splintered and many people killed.

It is hard for one who has not him- 


self seen It to realize the immense 
quantities of game to be found on the 
Kaplti Plains and Athl Plains and the 
hills that bound them. The common 
game of the plains, the animals of 
which I saw most while at Kitanga 
and In the neighborhood, were the 
zebra, wildebeest, hartebeest, Grant's 
gazelle, and "Tommies" or Thompson's 
gazelle; the zebra, and the hartebeest, 
usually known by the Swahill name of 
kongoni, being by far the most plenti- 
ful. 
Then there were impala,' moun- 


tain reedbuck, duyker, stelnbuck, and 
diminutive dlkdlk. . As .we .traveled 
anc! hunted we were hardly "ever out 
of sight of game; and on Pease's farm 
itself there were many thousand head; 


and BO there were on Slatter's. 
If 


wealthy men who desire sport of the 
most varied and Interesting kind would 
purchase farms like these they could 
get, for much less money, many times 
the interest and enjoyment a deer-for- 
est or grouse-moor can afford. 


Unless there was something special 


on, like a lion or rhinoceros-hunt, I 
usually rode off followed only by rny 
•sals and gun-bearers. I cannot de- 
•scrlbe 'the beauty and the unceasing 
interest of these rides, through the 
teeming herds of game. It was like 
retracing the steps of time for sixty 
or. seventy years, and being back In 
the days of Cornwallls Harris and 
Gordon Gumming, In-the palmy times 
'of the giant fauna of South Africa big 
game. On Pease's own farm one day 
I passed through scores 'of herds of 
the beautiful and wonderful wild crea.- 
tures I have spoken of above; all told

TJp to this time Paul had been a 


land traveler. 
On foot, he had 


tramped all over Asia, with only oc- 
casional excursions by water on short 
trips from shore to shore, but his ap- 
peal to Caesar, at his farcical trial 
at Caesarea. made it necessary that 
he should appear at the capital at 
Rome. That, meant a long and dan- 
gerous voyage in the winter season
